The law, enacted in 1919, w as in- 
tended to regulate th e em p lo y m en t 
of children In any mill, can n ery , 
w orkshop, factory or m a n u f a c tu r ­ 
ing establishm ent u n d er the age of 
14 or In any m ine or quarry* u n d e r 
16 years by im posing an excise tax 
of 10 per cent upon the net a n n u al 
p ro fts of those em ploying such la ­ 
bor. 
It was attacked on th e ground It 
atte m p ted to regulate an exclusive­ 
ly State function in violation of th e 
tenth am e n d m en t and w*as defen d - 
--»1 as a m ere excise tax levied by 
(.ingress under its broad pow er of 
taxation conferred by the F ed eral 
constitution. 
T he 
opinion w as 
delivered by 
*'hief Justice Taft w ith no dissent 
announced. 
The law w*as held in- 
valiil ¡is an a ttem p t by congress to 
reg u late th ro u g h its taxing pow*er 
so m ething entirely w ithin the j u r ­ 
isdiction of the various States in 
•xeise of their police powers. 
Officials of the internal revenue 
b u re au declined to discuss the de- 
oi.-ion, hut said th at the am o u n t 
of m oney 
Involved in 
taxes was 
small an d th at the child labor law* 
hur»*au, em ploying about fifty p e r ­ 
sons, would be discontinued. 
"D oes this law impose a tax with 
only th a t incidental restrain t an d 
regulation which it m ust inevitably 
rolve," the chief justice asked, 
*■ does it regulate by the use of 
'h e so-called tax as a penalty? 
If 
a tax, it is clearly an excise. 
If it 
were an excise on a com m odity or 
o th er th in g of value, we m ight not 
be perm itted u n d er previous deel- 
ions of this court to infer solely 
from its heavy b u rd en th a t th e act 
intends a prohibition Instead of a 
tax.

features of the law and its o p e ra ­ 
tion th e chief Justice said “ in th e 
light of these featu res of the act. * 
a court must be blind not to see 
that the so-called tax Is im posed 
to stop the em ploym ent of children 
w ithin the age limits prescribed.”
